Buller Has Moved on

Why the Turning Movement Apparently 
Will Be Attempted East of Colenso. 


British Camp Exposed—Series 
of Battles Expected.

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch. Copyright, 1900, by the New 
York Tribune] The New York Trib- 
une’s war special from London, dated 
January 13., says that the news that 
Buller had moved caused an intense 
feeling of public relief yesterday in 
London, where the suspense had be- 
come well nigh intolerable. A bulletin 
was posted at the War Office at noon 
@tating that he had occupied the south 
bank of the Tugela at Potgrieter’s 
Drift Thursday morning, had seized 
the pont, and found the enemy strongly 
intrenched four and a half miles to 
the north. This dispatch was sent from 
Springfield, on the Little Tugela, where 
the enemy had previously been re- 
ported as holding an extreme position 
at the western end of their long de- 
fensive line of seventeen miles. The 
pont was a traveling bridge, worked 
by ropes. It was a clumsy contrivance 
for crossing the river there. 

On large-scale maps the gap known 
as Potgrieters Port, overlooking the 

of a Tugela drift, or ford, is 
fifteen miles west of Colenso, and eight 
miles north of Springfield, on the 
wagon road to Dewdorp and Lady- 
smith. Buller’s advance line at Pot- 
grieter’s Drift was about fifteen miles 
from Wagon Hill, where White's force 
was fighting desperately a week ago. 
The Britisn army. when once across 
the Tugela, would have the enemy in- 
trenched in front at the western end of 
a long line, following the Tugela to 
Colenso. Buller was apparently at- 
tempting a turning movement west of 
Colenso, which nearly all the military 
experts are figuring on. His first bat- 
tle was fought on the 15th, directly in 
front. 

Military writers have assumed dur- 
ing the last fortnight that there would 
be a turning movement, but that it 
would be east of ‘Colenso, from We- 
neen. Some of these experts clung 
with tenacity to their theory yesterday, 
and described the Potgrieter demon- 
stration as a.feint designed to distract 
Joubert's attention from the real point 
of attack at the other end of the line, 
but this explanation was not borne out 
by Buller's own presence at Spring- 
field. He had probably been waiting 
for the completing of the mule trans- 
port service, which would enable him 
to carry the main body of the army 
away from the railway base of sup- 
plies, and fight day after day on the 
enemy's flank until a junction could 
be ,effected with White's army. Vet- 
erans also suggested that he might 
have lingered in camp until Roberts's 
arrival at Cape Town, in order to al- 
low the new commander-in-chief the 
privilege of determining at the last mo- 
ment the proposed plan of campaign. 
Whatever was the precise cause of the 
inaction, Buller was at last in the sad- 
dle, and the second battle or series of 
battles would be fought for the relief 
of Ladysmith 
Singularly enough, the only previous 
reference to this western turning move- 
ment which had appeared in print was 
in a dispatch from the Boer camp at 
Colenso, It was a vague rumor that 
the British were building a railway 
from Frere Camp toward Potgrieter's 
Drift. The occupation of the south 
bank of the Tugela at that point by 
the British could not have been a sur- 
prise to the Boers. The drift is at the 
apex of a long bend or loop, and back 
of it are low ranges of kopjes, with 
broken country all the way to Lady- 
smith. A turning movement east of 
Colenso would have threatened the 
main line of Boer communications 
northward, but would have left the Free 
State troops free to retire westward to 
their own frontier. The turning move- 
ment west of Colenso by Potgrieter's 
Drift, if successful, would cut off the 
direct line of retreat of the Free State 
burghers to their mountain passes, but 
would not biock the way northward, 
unless White should attack in the rear. 
The clubs were crowded with the 
loungers last night, eager to hear the 
important news which they were con- 
fident would come before morning.

There was a general conyic- 
tion that the crisis of the campaign 
had come, and that Buller was in a 
position to retrieve his reputation by a 
series of great strokes.

The casualty list of the Ladysmith 
battle is now complete, with 55 officers 
kilied and 26 wounded, and 135 killed 
and 244 wounded, rank and file. The 
aggregate of casualties is 420, or about 
5 per cent. of the probable strength 
of the garrison fit for duty. As the 
names represent eighteen military or- 
ganizations, it is clear that nearly the 
whole garrison was engaged in a sev- 
enteen hours’ fight. This list disposes 
effectually of the Boer estimates of 
the losses which Buller took needless 
pains to correct. The Boer losses 
were evidently heavy, unless White's 
men were forced to spare ammunition. 
Col. Dick Cunyngham of the Gordon 
Highlanders won the Victoria cross 
twenty-one years ago for rallying his 
men on the summit of Sherpur Pass, 
when they were wavering. He was 
with Roberts in the march to Canda- 
har, and belonged to the Indian school 
of fighters. He was at Majuba Hill, 
and was wounded at Elands Laagte 
with Capt. La Fone of the Devons 
battalion, and both were killed in Satur- 
day's fight. 
Maj. Miller Walnutt, another Gordon 
Highlander, had been constantly under 
fire in Egypt, the Soudan and at 
Chitral. He had won decoration after 
decoration, and had been one of the 
heroes of Dargai. His name is among 
the killed who have avenged at Lady- 
smith the slaughter of the Gordons at 
Majuba Hill. Majs. Mackworth and 
Bowen, who were killed, with nine 
lieutenants, were officers of less dis- 
tinction. Later dispatches announced 
the death of Lord Ava, Lord Dufferin's 
son. He had formerly been connected 
with the Lancers, but was serving at 
Ladysmith with the medical corps. 
Lord Chelmsford, nephew of Maj. 
Simpson of the Manchester battalion, 
and Capt. Carnegie, were among the 
wounded. Maj. Karri Davis of the 
Imperial Light Horse, who had been a 
prominent leader in the reform cause 
at Johannesburg, was wounded Satur- 
day after his recent dashing exploit in 
destroying the enemy's guns in a mid- 
night sortie. Maj. Edwards, who com- 
manded the Light Horse in a sortie on 
Gun Hill, was wounded. There was 
little war news from other quarters of 
the theater of war. The Free Staters 
were reported to be impressing every 
Englishman into service. Roberts was 
quietly settling down to work at Cape 
Town.

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CANAL REPORT

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The House Committee on 
Commerce today ordered a favorable 
report upon the Nicaragua Canal Bill, 
commonly known as the Hepburn bill, 
and this order was entered without a 
dissenting voice in the committee. Ac- 
cordingly, Chairman Hepburn will re- 
port the bill to the House, and then a 
time will be set for taking it up for 


This news came so edly that 
it is decidedly astonishing all around, 
and shows that Congress has decided 
that the time for action upon the Nica- 
ragua Canal Bill has arrived. There ts 
one member of the Commerce Commit- 
tee who is opposed to the canal, but 
in the face of the o ming de- 
mand for action now, did not today 
raise his voice in protest at the action 
of the committee, and did not even 
whisper that he would like to have @ 
little more delay. The bill which was 


— 


last winter, and which was defeated in 
the closing days of the session by 
Speaker Reed and his friends. It pro- 
vides, first. that the President shall 
get control of the territory through 
which the canal shall pass. Now this 
paragraph delights the canal oppon- 
ents, for they know that the only way 
the President can get control of this 
territory is by treaty, and treaties are 
not good till they have been ratified by 
the Senate. Therefore they gleefully 
argue that the President cannot com- 
plete these treaties for a long.time, and 
they must come before the Senate next 
winter for ratification, 

That fact is counted upon to retard 
progress after the passage of this bill, 
The bill also appropriates $140,000,000 
for actual work upon the excavation 
under the Secretary of War. Of course 
no money will be spent in extayations 
till the treaties giving this government 
control of the territory have been rati- 
fled. But the Times correspondent 
hears that the President will spring a 
surprise by getting those treaties with 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica drawn up 
before this Congress adjourns, so that 
they may be ratified by the Senate this 
year In that case this bill would be- 
come immediately effective, and work 
upon the canal would actually be begun 
before the year goes out. 

Chairman Hepburn says he is going 
to rush things in the House after the 
bill has been reported, and he thinks 
it will not be many weeks before it 
shall have been passed and sent over 
to the Senate. There seems every like- 
lihood that the bill will go through the 
House without trouble, while in the 
Senate it is very apt to get torn to 
pieces and amended considerably from 
its present form. But that will not 
matter. The main point is to have 
both houses pass some sort cf a bill 
now, and then, from the conference 
committees, the bill can be evolved un- 
der which work upon the canal can be- 


gin. 

California's representatives in Con- 
gress are feeling pretty good tonight 
over the action of the committee. They 
see nothing now in the way of the 
early passage of the canal bill through 
the House, and they all feel reason- 
ably certain that the Senate will put 
through the bill before the end of this 
session. Representative Waters, who al- 
ways has been a Nicaragua Canal 
boomer, was feeling particularly happy 
about this action. He talked about it 


Uke this to the Times correspondent: 


“It looks to me just as if we were 
right upon the verge of passing that 
canal bill. I see absolutely nothing 
that can block it, I believe that the 
administration wants this bill passed at 
this session of Congress. That, you 
know, isthe most important thing. It 
might happen for one reason or another 
that the administration might see 
something in the way of passing the bill 
just now. There might be foreign com- 
plications against it, or there might be 
one of half a dosen things. But just at 
this moment the road seems to be 
perfectly clear. All those obstacies 
which heretofore have stood in the way 
of the passage of the bill have been 
swept aside, and at last Southern Can 
fornia’s twenty-year dream of unre- 
stricted commerce seems to be about 
realized. For once, practically every- 
body is agreed that the time for the 
passage of this bill is now, and not 
next session, or some other cession, 
but in the early days of the present 
session, when this century is fading, 
and another one with stupendous come 
mercial possibilities is dawning.

RATLROAD AGENTS MEET. 


TRANSCONTINENTAL RATE Dr. 
FICULTY DISCUSSED. 
[BY DIRECT um TO THE TIMES.] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—[fExclusive Dis- 
patch.) An adjournec meeting of the 
general passenger agents, called by 
George T. Nicholson of the Santa Fé 
and E. O. McCormick of the Southern 
Pacific to hear the report of the spe- 
cial committee sent to Boston, January 
4, in connection with the transconti- 
nental tourist-rate difficulty, was held 
at the Western Passenger Association 
rooms today. No definite action was 
taken on that question, but a commit- 
tee was appointed to investigate and 
report tomorrow. 

The question of rebates on tickets 
sold via the Missouri River gateways 
for points in Montana and beyond, 
which the Oregon Rallway and Navi- 
gation Company refused to pay on 
account of the initial lines, was con- 
sidered at length, but not settled. This 
matter will also be report tomorrow. 
It is said that the sett! t of the 
transcontinental rate question hinges 
on that subject. 

No official notice has been given yet 
to the western lines concerning the 
abolition of the commission, but unof- 
ficially the matter was considerably 
discussed. A report telegraphed fr 
New York to the effect that the x- 
ecutive officers of the western lines had 
decided to abolish commissions after 
February 1 was quite generally be- 
leved. The tendency at the present 
time is toward the abolition of com- 
missions, and it was said that the 
western lines would very likely take 
up the question officially at an early 
date, and pass favorably upon it. 

One reason advanced why the rail- 
roads were taking the matter up 80 
unitedly was said to be a desire to in- 
crease the incomes in other ways than 
by increasing transportation rates, 
freight and passenger. 


Goethe’s Last Sweetheart. . 

[New York Sun:] It is rather start- 
ling that in the year when Germans 
throughout the world have been com- 
memorating the birth of Goethe, a 
hundred and fifty years ago, a woman 
should die, who not merely saw and 
knew the poet, but excited in him a 
passion strong enough to inspire poems 
that have lived. Baroness Ulrike van 
Levetzow, who died on November 12, 
in the littl Bohemian town where the 
greater part of her long life of 95 years 
was spent, was Goethe's last love. She 
was a girl of 18 when the poet, then 73 
years of age, met her at Marienbad, 
and was so carried away by her charms 
that he wished to marry her, nor was 
she unwilling. The fear, however, of 
the ridicule he might bring upon his 
excellency Geheimrath von Goethe de- 
terred him, so he utilized his emotions 
for literary purposes, as he usually did, 


and wrote the Trilogie der Lieden- 
schaft.“ instead. He seems to have ex- 
‘reised the same fascination on her 
that he did inghis younger days on 
other women, for though she was but 
28 years old when he died, she, like 


Friedrike Brion, his first love, never 
married. It was enough for Ulrike von 
Levetzow, as for Frtedrike Brion, that 
she had been loved by Goethe. She 
never tried to make’capita! of the rela- 
tion, but lived quietly and forgotten in 
the religious community into which she 
had retired. A few years ago the cus- 
todian of the Goethe house at Frank- 
fort noticed.a very old lady looking at 
the miniature of Ulrike that is kept 
there. He began his customary expla- 
nation, but she stopped him with: “You 
need not tell me that story, I am the 
lady.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.--A special to 
the Times from Washington says that 
a Senator who has been friendly to 
Quay and who until recently expressed 
the hope that he could be seated, says 
that he does not believe it possible for 
Quay to be seated, and that his case 
should not be permitted to come to a 
vote. 

When the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections voted against Quay a 
few days ago, it was expected by the 
Quay men that enough Demorratic 
votes to assist Republicans of the 
right turn of mind would be secured 
to defeat the majority report and to 
give Quay the seat. The claim was 
made that Senators Daniel, Martin, 
McLaurin and Sullivan, all Democrats, 
would vote for him, and so make up 
the necessary majority. Senator Mor- 
gan was also counted as ready to vote 
for Quay. . 

Later investigation shows that pos- 
sibly only one of these Democrats will 
vote for Quay. The others have looked 
into the matter with care, and, whi'e 
all are personally friendly to Quay, 
they cannot find any justification in 
the practice of the Senate for such a 
course as that proposed by Quay and 
his friends. Quay’s friends still insist 
that the Senate will oever vote to keep 
him out. 


KENTUCKY CONTESTS. 
FIFTY WITNESSES ARRIVE.

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) Jan. 12.—The 
Goebel-Taylor and Beckham-Marsha!ll! 
contest committees will each hold 
meetings tomorrow, at which they will 
arrange for the trial of the contests. 
The hearing of evidence begins on 
Monday. About five thousand wit- 

nesses are expected. 

The arrival of about fifty men from 
Eastern Kentucky tonight created a 
stir in Goebel circles, when it was 
charged that the new arrivals were 
militiamen in citizen's clothes. In Re- 
publican circles this was laughed at 
and it is claimed they are only a few 
of the hundreds of Taylor witnesses 
who have been summoned here to give 
testimony in behalf of the contest-es.

The Goebel leaders tonight claim to 
have telegraphic advices from counties 
in the eastern part of the State that 
military companies in that section are 
being equipped to come,to Frankfort 
next week.

THE MAN WITH THE HOE. 


SLASHING CRITICISM OF EDWIN 
MAREHAM’S POEM. 


~ 


New York Sun Says it is not True 
Poetry, Only a Bit of Heated Rhet- 
oric—Mighty Little of the World’s 
Work Done by Mooning in Peaks 
of Song. 


[New York Sun:] Edwin Markham, 
of California, who wrote five stanzas 
in blank verse about Millet’s Man 
with the Hoe,” is now tasting the 
sweets of easy fame. It came to him 
as liberty came to Virgil's shepherd, 
somewhere late im lite, but it came 
easily. The illustration made the for- 
tune of the peem at the first. Then it 
won its way by its own rhetoric and by 
its appeal to the sentimental mind of 
the supposed “wrongs” of labor. Sup- 
pose a dollar dinner address of Col. 
John Brisben Walker's, put into Eng- 
lish and verified by a clever rhetorician; 
or suppose Prof. George D. Herron of 
Iowa uttering his sociological oracles 
in blank verse, and you have about the 
measure of Mr. Markhams poem. He 
has, indeed, a finer taste and imagina- 
tion than his brother sociologists, but 
his psychology and political economy 
are as false as theirs, and make his 
poem no true poetry, but essentially a 
bit of heated rhetoric. 

“Tonight,” said the Minneapolis 
Tribune last week, “Minneapolitans 
will hear the greatest poem of the 
decade discussed by the man who wrote 
it." Mr. Markham did read the said 
greatest poem of the decade to the 
Minneapolitans and was much affected 
by it; and so, we dare say, were they. 
in time, perhaps they will substitute 
“nine days wonder’ for greatest 
poem” and pass to new literary diver- 
sions. It was a taking text to a pic- 
ture, but what is the value of the text? 
The most poetical lines in it, it seems 
to us, are these: 

“What gulfs between him and the 
seraphim! 
— ~ the wheel of labor, what to 
m 


Are Plato and the swing of Pleiades? 
What the long reaches of the peaks of 


song. 
The rift of dawn, the reddening of the 
rose?” 


It is conceivable that there is a con- 
siderable gulf even between Col. Bryan 
and the seraphim. What are Plato and 
the swing of Pleiades and the long 
reaches of the peaks of song to most of 
the world? Are we to pity every man 
who has a delicate literary cultivation, 
a high imagination, a knowledge. of 
astronomy and a feeling for land- 
scape? Most of us are slaves of the 
wheel of labor. Most of us lack nearly 
all. and many lack all, those gifts the ; 
absence of which in a French peasant 
moves Mr. Markham to a burst of verse 
and indignation against masters, lords 
and rulers in all lands.“ 

Mr. Markham has peen a schoolmas- 
ter, a noble calling, but perhaps he 
exaggerates the desirability of learn- 
ing. Mighty little of the real work of 
the world is done by mooning on the 

ks of song. The French peasant 
an education adequate to his 
needs. There is no immense gap be- 
tween his desires and his capacities. 
He is not confused by multiplicity of 
motive. He has strength, if not fine- 
ness. His power of action is not par- 
alyzed by dawdling among neurasthenic 
sensibilities and sham emotions. He 
eats when he is hungry, drinks when 
he is dry, and sleeps like a log. Brother 
to the ox? Well, the ox is a highly 
respectable, useful, strong and sensible 
animal, much better than an ass or 
an esthete, for example. The French 
peasant knows his business. Not be- 
ing a sociologist, he doesn’t bother his 
head about that, or other people. He 
works hard to better himself and his 
children. In his heart, if you could 
see into it through his impenetrable 
face, you would find, probably, a deep 
desire for land, more land. It this 
is wicked, Mr. Markham should build 
a rhyme of pity for the Astor family. 


“Who made him dead to rapture and 
despair, 

A thing that grieves not and that 
never hopes?” 

Mr. Markham, not God. The French 

asant, any French peasant, can 
grieve and hope reasonably. Rapture 
and despair are a little beyond him. 
He is not a poet, but a shrewd, level- 
headed peasant. His place in his fam- 
Uy and his power over his family are 
greater than those of an American 
father. He is really the head of a small 
clan. He may not be excessively 
sympathetic. Hard in money matters, 
probably. But he is laboring for an 
object, and there are some holidays 
and little festivals on the way. Life 
is not all black bread to him. He may 
be hazy, as to the Pleiades, but he 
has not studied the sky for nothing. 
He has acquaintances among the stars 
and he knows the weather. 

In short, he is a sufficiently accom- 
plished out-of-door philosopher. Prob- 
ably his literary knowledge doesn't ex- 
tend much beyond the catechism. He 
is not literary, and “down all ithe 
stretch of hell to its last gulf, there 
is no shape more terrible than this,” 
but he is not aware of his deficiencies. 
Perhaps, after all, even in the hands 
of men entirely small, the hoe 1s 
mightier than the pen. If our peasant 
couid conceive the idea of a poet, he 
would haw haw until the emptiness of 
ages left his face. 

We needn't bother about Mr. Mark- 
ham as he “cries protest to the 
Judges of the World,” because a 
French peasant is not a poet, artist 
cstronomer. In such phrases as 
“immemorial infamies,.” “immedicable 


woes,” we see that the hoe poet is 
primary a hoer and cultivator of 
words. 


COMPRESSED CORK. 


A NEW INYENTION UWSEFUL IN 
ANY WAYS. 

{Scientific American:] Cork, as 
every one knows, is one of the best 
non-conductors of heat or sound. That 
it has not been more widely used in 
building is due chiefly to the difficulty 
of obtaining it in an unadulterated 
form. A product called cork tiling has 
recently been placed upon the market 
which is made of what is known to 
the trade as “virgin cork,” ground, 
compressed and otherwise treated by 
a patented process, and which is free 
from the cement and glue usually em- 
ployed to hold the particles together. 
We are informed that tiles made of 
this pure, compressed cork form an 
admirable flooring, which, besides be- 
ing noiseless, water-proof, warm and 
germ-proof, is capable of withstanding 
hard usage.

IN MEMORY OF MOODY. 


A PERMANENT ENDOWMENT TO 
BE CREATED. 


— oe 


An Effort Will Be Made to Double 
the Funds of Northfield Seminary, 
Mount Hermon School and the Bible 
Institute — Contributions to the 
Evangelist’s Biography Asked. 


[Philadeiphia North American:] The 
memory of Dwight L. Moody is to be 
perpetuated as he wished that it might 
be—by a continuation of the work 
which he pursued with so much fervor 
and success during the greater part of 
his life. An appeal has been issued to 
his friends throughout the world to 
contribute to a Moody memorial en- 
dowment, so that the present pros- 
perity of the three institutions founded 
by the evangelist may continue. 

As he lay dying in his home at North- 
field. Mass., Moody turned to his chil- 
dren and said: “I have been ambitious 
not to lay up wealth, but to leave work 
for you to do.” They were almost his 
last words. He said nothing of the 
work he himself had done, and the 
present announcement, made as the 
result of a meeting of his friends in 
Northfield on the evening of his fu- 
neral, will bring surprise and increased 
admiration to those who had watched 
his career with only ry interest. 

The institutions which require this 
public support are the Northfield Sem- 
inary and Training School for Young 
Women, the Mount Hermon School 
for young men and the Bible Institute, 
Chicago, all of which are incorporated. 
Their purpose is to offer young men 
and women of limite® means to secure 


an education that will thoroughly equip | 


them for Christian life and service. 
The Northfield plant consists of about 
twelve hundred acres of land and about 
thirty buildings, beautifully’ situated 
and excellently equipped. With 
present endowment, it is valued at 
$1,250,000, and it is practically free from 
debt. At Chicago the buildings, land 
and endowment exceed $250,000 in value. 
The Northfield schools have about four 
hundred students each, who are 
charged $100 per annum for board and 
tuition. The actual cost is about $200. 
At Chicago the amount required ap- 
proximates $150 each for 300 students. 
It is therefore pointed out in tre 
appeal that a sum of $125,000 is annu- 
ally required to maintain the work be- 
gun by Moody. “Heretofore,” says the 
document, “this sum has been largely 
raised by his personal efforts. We be- 
lieve his friends will now wish to ex- 
press their appreciation of him and 


their gratitude to God for his accom- . 


plished work by sharing the responsi- 
bilities bequeathed to his children by 
raising the present limited endowment 
to $3,000,000, the interest on which, at 
4 per cent., would guarantee the per- 
petuation of his work. Such an endow- 


ment would be a monument to his mem 


ory more enduring than brass or mar- 
ble. and just such a memorial as he 
himself would have most desired. 

“The appeal is therefore made now 
to Mr. Moody's friends throughout the 
world to contribute, without curtailing 
their support for current expenses, to 
a Moody memorial endowment, notify- 
ing his elder son, W. R. Moody, East 
Northfield, Mass., of the amount they 
are moved to give.” 

Incidentally Mr. Moody's family make 
the statement that nne of the bi- 
ographies of the great evangelist al- 
ready announced will have their au- 
thorization or cohperation. Although 
Moody was steadfastly opposed to any 
biographical notices during his life, he 
knew it could not be avoided after his 
death: and a few years ago he ex- 
pressed the wish that his elder son, W. 
R. Moody, should undertake it, in or- 
der that many false statements now 
current might be corrected. 

The family have a large number of 
private letters, as well as photographs 
and other material, which will be re- 
served for this only authorized bi- 
ography. They request friends all over 
the world who can contribute authentic 
matter bearing on Moody's life to send 
it to the son. Meanwhile a briefer bi- 
ographical sketch will be compiled by 
the latter and issued in the MoSdy Col- 
portage Library. 

As an earnest that Moody's work will 
go on in the hands of his children and 
followers the announcement is made 
that Prebendary H. W. Webb-Peploe 
of St. Paul's Cathedral, London, 
accepted the invitation to be a speaker 
at next year’s August conference at 
Northfield. His last visit was in 1995. 
Rev. John H. Jowett of Birmingham, 
Eng., successor to the late Dr. R. W. 
Dale. has also been invitéd. Mr. Jow- 
ett is one of the leading younger men 
in the English Congregational church.

CLEARING WORK ‘SOUTH OF 
THE CAPITAL. 


Gen. Otis Reports the Taking of Sev- 
era! Towns and the Captu‘e of a 
Large Number of Prisoners and 
Much Ammuniticn. 


Enemy’s Lesscs Have Been Heavy Dur- 
ing the Week Under Consideration 
and the American Forces Have 
All Been Very Successful.

{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12—Gen. Otis 
has made a report to the War Depart- 
ment in regard to the military opera- 
tions in Luzon south of Manila, show- 
ing the capture of several towns and 
a large number of prisoners and am- 
munition.

DEWEY INVITED 
OUT TO THE GOLDEN STATE. 


WILL TRY TO ATTEND THE SEMI- 
CENTENNIAL EVENT. 


A Handsomely-engfossed Invitation 
from the Native Sons Presented to 
Him by the California Delegation in 


Congress—He Might Have Lived at 
Santa Barbara—Monterey at Manila. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—-[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Admiral Dewey assured 
the California delegation in Congress 
today that he hoped to visit the State 
next summer or next fall, if possible, 
at the time of the celebration of the 
semi-centennial of the admission of 
California to the Union. It is not im- 
probable that Mrs. Dewey will accom- 
pany him. The delegation called in a 
body upon the admiral at his residence 
on Rhode Island avenue to present to 
him the invitation of the people of the 
State, extended through the “Native 
Sons of the Golden West,” which had 
been forwarded ina handsomely-en- 
grossed form to Representative Kahn. 

Admiral Dewey received them in his 
library, and after listening to the mes- 
sages of hospitality, detained them for 
half an hour. He said he had looked 
forward for some time to a visit to the 
Pacific Coast, but just at this time 
he would not say positively that his 
plans would permit him to go West 
in September. If matters could be so 
arranged, however, he would do so. All 
members of the delegation united in 
emphasizing the historical significance 
of the jubilee of California's admission 
at this point in the expansion of the 
United States to which he and his fleet 
in the Philippines had so largely con- 
tributed.

McCoy having escaped defeat from 
the second round, was again lucky in 
the third rouna, as the blow with 
which he sent Choynski down and out 
was delivered almost two seconds after 
the bell had ru for the completion 
of the third round. There was a great 
deal of noise in the building at the time 
the gong sounded, and undoubtedly 
neither man heard the clang of the 
bell. In the northeastern. portion of 
the building there was a tumult caused 
by one of the spectators dropping dead. 


The man was much excited during the 


bout, and expressed himself freely as 
to McCoy's being out before the bell 
rang. He slid from his seat dead as 
the bell sounded for the beginning of 
the third round. 

Col. Mike Padden, timekeeper for 
McCoy, said afterward that the round 
was clipped by forty seconds; that Mo- 
Coy was groggy and practically out 
when the gong rang. 

Choynski, while feeling rather sore, 
said that he had no fault to find with 
the referee, and in a conversation with 
the latter, exonerated White from all 
blame. 

“I had him licked good and sure,” 
said Choynski, and had the time- 
keeper acted right, I had McCoy. 
However, I am satisfied that nothing 
was done by either the referee or of- 
ficial timekeeper with an intention of 
doing me a wrong. It was an unfor- 
tunate thing that the time should 
have been miscalculated, as I had won, 
and won cleverly.” 

After the bout, Choynski and McCoy 
signed articles to meet again under the 
same conditions, the bout to take place 
at the Broadway Athletic Club, Feb 
ruary 20. 

McCoy was a positive favorite in the 
betting. A few wagers were made at 
odds of 100 to 30, but there were made 
offers at 100 to 25. Even money that 
Choyneki would last ten rounds was 
plentiful. McCoy's backers: made a 
number of bets at 100 to 90 that Me- 
Coy would knock his man out inside of 
ten rounds. 

Danny Duane and George Jansen, 
both of this city, met in the prelimi- 
nary, and Duane stopped Jansen in less 
than two minutes in the first round. 
Duane was then pitted against Jim 
McKeever for a six-round go“ at 
catch weights. This bout resulted in 
~a draw. 

FIGHT BY: ROUNDS. 

First round—McCoy was first to land 
with a left hook on the jaw. Joe broke 
away, and McCoy forced him to his cor- 
ner, where Choynski slipped to the floor. 
The Californian jumped to his feet 
quickly and placed a left swing on Mc- 
Coy’s jaw, but the Kid“ sent back a 
couple of hard lefts on the face and a 
stiff right over the heart. McCoy had 
all the best of the round. 

Second round—Choynski* sent the 
“Kid” to the floor with a right on the 
jaw. McCoy took nine seconds of the 
count, and when he got up, Choynski 
sent him down again wtih a left on the 
neck. Twice more McCoy was floored. 
and he went to his corner bleeding 
badly from the nose and mouth. 

Third round—McCoy fought like a 
crazy man when he rushed out of his 
corner, and Joe was equally erratic. 
They set all ring rules at deflance, but 
McCoy got the better of the western 
man at close quarters. Choynski rushed 
McCoy, but the Kid“ was too spry on 
his feet, and Joe slipped to the floor 
in a vain attempt to land a swing. When 
Joe got up he ran into a clinch, from 
which the referee had to separate the 
men. Then Choynski landed a right 
swing on the jaw, and McCoy went 
down, taking nearly seven seconds. 
When McCoy got up Choynski rushed 
at him, but his legs gave way and he 
fell to the floor, but regained his feet 
in an instant. McCoy was queer in his 
leg movement, but went in and mixed 
it up. In a hot rally McCoy hooked his 

t to the jaw, Choynski landing his 
left at the same moment, and both men 
went down. Just as they got up the 
men rushed at each other, and the bell! 
rang while they were mixing things up 
in a lively fashion. Neither man evi- 
dently heard’ the gong, and McCoy 
whipped his right over on the jaw and 
Choynski fell. There were wild cries of 
“foul,” as Choynski was carried to his 
corner, and the Californian was unable 
to respond when the bell called him 
for the fourth round. 

Choynski's: seconds threw up the 
sponge as McCoy rushed from his cor- 
ner for the opening of the fourth round. 
and McCoy was declared the winner. 

The spectator who fell dead is be- 
lieved to have been Byron 8. Sabin of 
this city. He appeared to spectators 
who sat near him to be very highly 
excited over the fight, and at the end 
of the second round expressed the 
opinion that. McCoy had been counted 
out by the referee. The man to whom 
Sabin sat next noticed that at the 
sound of the gong for the third round 
Sabin leaned heavily against him, and 
at the conclusion of the fight, when he 
arose to leave the building, Sabin fell 
to the floor. 

IN JOE'S HOME CITY. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.| 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 12.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Local sporting people 
did not figure that Choynski would 
have a chance with the clever McCoy, 
and though over $10,000 changed hands 
in this city, the betting was 5 to 1 
that McCoy would win. Many of the 
men who met on Choynski did so on 
the theory that there are never such 
odds on any fight. The betting in Paris 
mutuals was quite heavy. Most of it 
was played on McCoy’s winning in 
eight rounds or less. As in straight 
betting, many of those who took pools 
on Choynski did #0 on the strength of 
the odds, for if he had won the returns 
would have been about 8 to 1. 

When the bulletins of the second 
round were received, there was a lot 
of cheering in the poolrooms and about 
the streets, but it was short-lived. The 
consensus of opinion on the battle is 
that Choynski must have seen that his 
chance to make a big and profitable 
reputation for himself by winning from 
McCoy Was to make a fast and furi- 
ous battle of it, just as he did with 
Goddard and others. And from the way 
the bulletins came in, the men who 
backed Choynski felt that they had 
been robbed of the decision, as well as 
had Choynski. 

The fight must have been very much 
like that between Choyneki and Bob 
Fitzsimmons, several years ago in 
Boston, when Choynski was credited 
with having sent Fitzsimmons to the 
floor for over ten seconds, though Fitz 
was allowed to resume the fight, and 
in the fifth round had Choynski all but 
gut when the police interfered. 

The view of the local sports regard- 
ing McCoy took a decided change after 
the returns from the fight had all come 
in. Though there was a great deal of 
talk, the majority were of the belief 
that Choynski had solved the problem 
of how to fight McCoy to win from 
him. Apparently McCoy was careless, 
as he was with Jack McCormack, or he 
ie not able to stand a hard fishing bat 
tle with hot mix ups. 

At the leading poolrooms, 1811 pools 
were sold in Paris mutuals at $1 each. 
The winning-line tickets paid but $2.50 
each, as nearly everybody was confi- 
dent McCoy would win in a walk.

DOESN'T WANT CIVILIZATION. 


PROTESTS TO POWERS AGAINST 
THE PARTITION PLAN. 


Bitter Letter Addressed to the Lon- 
don Times in Which He Calls The 
Hague Conference a Farce and De- 
nounces Missionaries—Former Ruler 
Thinks the Primitive State Better. 


IA. F. DAY 


LONDON, Jan. 12.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] Malletoa Tanus, in a letter 


to the London Times, published today, 
inclosing copies of the protest he ad- 
dressed to the United States, Great 
Britain and Germany against the Sa- 
moan treaties, characterizes the parti- 
tion of Samoa as a gross violation of 
the treaties and as a crime against the 
law of nations only equaled by the dis. 
memberment of Poland, Denmark and 
France. He thinks that if it is for the 
great powers to promote wars and an- 
nexations to distract the minds of the 
peoples, then The Hague conference 
was the greatest farce of the century. 
The writer also asserts that th: 
civilization introduced by the great 
powers in their annexations in the 
South Seas, Africa and el#ew’ ere, is 
inferior to the primitive state of the 
countries stolen, leading to war 
through breach of faith on the part of 
government officials and to tn 
decimating of the Peeples by con 
t ous diseases and spirituous liquors 
e continues: missionari:s 
who graced our country with their holy 
and unholy presences introduced the 
same religious differences and hatreds 
against each other as obtained at that 
hour in civilized states. The mis 
sionaries live in palatial concrete 
houses, with all the luxuries their 
countries can afford, and charge us fu: 
Bibles and prayer books which we un 
deretand are sent as free offerings.” 
Matietoa Tanus further charges th’ 
missionaries with extracting all 
money possible from them, in return 
for which they only receive a Bible, a 
prayer book or a “Pilgrim's Progress.’ 
Hie instances the Wesleyan mission 
aries with collecting £27,000 at a single 
meeting at Tonga, adding: “‘The mis- 
sionaries arouse’ a great spirit of 
emulation, telling the natives that the 
largest givers would be the most ac- 
ceptable in the sight of God, thus re 
vereine the spirit of the ‘widow's 
mite.“

The Gang Thought He Was an Easy 
Thing and Tried to Work Him 
for Nearly All He Was 


Worth. + 
“Judge” Morrison Thought He also 


Was Entitled to Charge a 
Commission for His 
“Influence.” 
Examination of McLean and Going 
Discloses a Remarkable State of 
Affairs—Where, Oh, Where 
is Casey? 


The preliminary examination of N. 
H. McLean and Dr. J. W. Going, on the 
charge of obtaining $300 from W. H. H. 
Young through false pretenses, was 
commenced before Justice Austin at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning. The court- 
room was filled with spectators, who 
watched the proceedings closely in ex- 
pectation of sensational disclosures, 
and they were not altogether disap- 
pointed. 

Defendant McLean was represented 
by ex-Police Justice D. C. Morrison, as 
counsel, while Byron L. Oliver, Esq., 
appeared for Dr. Going. Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Chambers was assisted 
by Horace H. Appel, Esq., in the prose- 
cution. 

The entire morning session was taken 
up with the direct examination of the 
complaining witness, W. H. H. Young, 
| who recounted in detail the transaction 
by which he lost $300, and narrowly 
escaped being fleeced of additional 
sums aggregating more than $1000, 
Young is a bald- headed, middle-aged 
man of rugged and nonest appearance, 
and he toid his story. with such direct- 
ness and detail of circumstances as to 
inspire confidence in the truth of his 
Statements. His exposition of the al- 
leged facts not only showed McLean, 
Going and the missing J. F. Casey as 
being parties to a clever conspiracy to 
extort money from him through fraud- 
ulent representations, but cast serious 
reflections on former Police Justice 
Morrison. Although. the witness was 
not allowed to testify fully as to the 
ex-jurist’s efforts to make a fat com- 
mission out of him in connection with 
the alleged bunco scheme, enough was 
brought out to show that he was not 
averse to profiting by the apparent de- 
ception that was being practiced on 
the Whittier rancher. Young’s testi- 
mony was substantially as follows: 

About November 1, N. H. McLean 
approached the witness at Stevens's 
livery stable at Third and Los An- 
geles streets, and asked him whether 
e desired to sell his ranch of sixty- 
seven acres near Whittier, and what 
commission he would give if he pro- 
duced a man who would buy the 
anch for $10,000. Young said he would 
rive him $500. McLean then told him 
* hat he knew a rich invalid, who de- 
ired to buy such a place, and 


he next day McLean togk 
gpective investor out to the ranch and 
introduced him to Young as Mr. 
Casey. Young showed Casey around 
the place, and the latter expressed 
himself as well pleased with it. He 
asked Young what he valued the ranch 

t, and was informed that $10,000 
would buy it. Casey said he thought 
the price reasonable, and that he might 
lecide to take it on those terms. Me- 
Lean made an appointment for Young 
to meet him in the city on the fol- 
lowing day and the two visitors then 
drove off. 

When Young met McLean, as per ap- 
pointment, McLean wanted to make 
sure about his $500 commission in 
ithe event of a sale, and Young as- 
ured him he would get it. In a few 
lays McLean and Casey again visited 
he ranch, and Casey planned what 
mprovements he would make in case 
he purchased it. He was going to 
construct a frog pond and a fish dam 
and convert the ranch into an ideal 
country home for a gentieman of 
means and leisure. -There was only 
one obstacle in the way of an agree- 
ment for purchasing the place at once, 
and that was the fact that his physi- 
cian, Dr. Going, had another place in 
view, .which he wanted him to buy. 
He would have to see the doctor first 
and get his advice as to which place 
was the better bargain. McLean then 
took Young aside and told him that he 
understood that Dr. Going had already 
accepted a commission to recommend 
another ranch to Casey, and that it 
might be necessary for Young to offer 
the doctor a bigger fee. Young said 
he thought the $500 he had promised 
McLean was as large a commission 
as he could afford to pay, but McLean 
insisted that it would be necessary to 
secure Dr. Going's recommendation in 
order to induce Casey to buy. Me- 
Lean thought a few hundred dollars 
would fix Going, and he (McLéan) 
would pay one-half of the doctor's 
commission out of the $500 he was to 
get for his services. 
Young to come to the city early the 


next day, so that they could see Go- ; 


ing and fix him before Casey should 
see him again, and agree to buy the 
other ranch. 
Young met McLean on the following 
morning according to appointment, and 
they proceeded at once to Dr. Going's 
office. Me n introduced Young as 
the owner of a fine ranch which Mr. 
Casey had taken a fancy to. McLean 
said he was satisfied that Casey would 
buy the place if the doctor would ad- 
vise him to do so. Going thereupon 
opened his pocketbook and said: Iv. 
already got a $225 deposit here from an- 
other man as a commission to sell his 
ranch to Mr. Casey.” 
“I can do a little better than that.“ 
replied Young. “I'll make it $250 if you 
will advise him to buy my place.“ 
Going said the margin was too small. 
but offered to use his influence in be- 
half of Young for $300. McLean whis- 
pered to Young, Let's pay it.“ Young 
then said he*would give Going $300 if 
the doctor would give him something 
to show for it, so that he could get his 
money back if the deal fell through. 
Going replied that he did not do bust- 
ness that wav ile was not a real estate 
agent and did not want to get his 
name mixed with that sort of thme. Ir 
he could not trust hie honor to see the 
deal through or return his money, he 


would not advise Casey to buy h. 
ranch at all. Going and McLean both 
assured him in most positive term: 
that Casey was a very rich man. and 
perfectiy reliable. Hes one of four 
heirs to an estate of .$500.000. and can 
draw his check fer 10,0% at any 
time,“ they repeatedly told him. Ter 
thousand dollars was a mere bacatel'’: 
for Casey to pay fora ranch. If he tock ‘ 


a fancy to a place he would buy it a 
any price. The doctor wanted to ge: 
him located in a nice healthy place, 
and Casey would have to do as he told 
him, or be wouldn't doctor him any 
longer. When Young coyly suggested 
that the climate might be too forry fir 
a consumptive down by his ranch, Go- 
ing said that made no difference, ae 
Casey was so far gone that he wouk) 
die soon, anyhow, and he might ar 
well spend his last days on Young’s 
ranch, as elsewhere. This satisfied 
Young and he went to the German- 


McLean. urged | 


lers, but Young could not see it that 
way. 

Young took the money to Going’s ot 
fice and gave it to him with the remark 
that he trusted to his honor as a gen- 
tleman to refund the coin to him in 
case the deal failed to go through. 
Going assured him that he need have 
no fears, as he himself was not a poor 
man. He had mining interests worth 
at least $25,000 or 000 and could 
easily raise $300 at any time. Young 
might have a claim on him for that 
amount, 

Young left Going's office with a light 
heart and soon afterward met Casey 
on the street. The latter said he had 
concluded to buy the ranch and sug- 
gested: Let's go to my lawyer's and 
have him draw up the papers.” They 
went to ex-Police Judge Morrison's of 
fice and the latter drew up a warranty 
deed for the transfer of the ranch for 
a consideration of $10,000, and a bill of 
sale for the livestock, implements, etc., 
on the ranch, for an additional 32290. 
After the papers were ready for signa- 
ture, Casey said: 

“Mr. Morrison, have you investigated 
the value of lands out there?“ 

“No, but I'll attend to that at once.“ 
Then they adjourned to meet again 
at 2 o'clock. 

Young arrived at the office first, in 
the afternoon, and had a short con- 
versation with Morrison alone. The 
witness wanted to tell what that con- 
versation was, but the attorneys for 
the defense objected to its admission 
as evidence. Young did manage to 
get the statement into evidence that 
Morrison demanded $150 of him. The 
witness was choked off before he could 
enter into details about this demand, 


but the purport of the interview, as 


ld by Young off the witness stand, 

as that Morrison wanted $150 as a 
commission to let the deal go through 
by informing Casey that he had in- 
vestigated and found everything all 
right. Young refused to yield up $150 
in cash before delivery of the goods, 
but promised the attorney that he 
would pay him the amount demanded 
after he got his $10,000, if he would al- 
low the d to go through. This ap- 
peared to satisfactory to Morrison, 
so when Casey reappeared he informed 
him everything was all right. Casey 
then insisted upon paying Young $50 
to bind the bargain. Young said he 
did not want a deposit, but Casey in- 
sisted that Young would need some 
change to pay the abstract fees, etc., 
so Young took the money. Then Mor- 
rison, according to Young's statement, 
took the guileless rancher aside and 
asked him for the $50 which he had just 
received from Casey. Young thought 
the attorney was a little too eager, 
and refused to be bied. Then 

McLean is alleged to have broken 
into the confab, and he told Young 
that it was no more than fair that 
Morrison should be paid for his work 
and trouble. Young replied that he 
was willing to pay him a reasonable 
sum for drawing up the papers, but he 
refused absolutely to pay anything for 
his influence in promoting the deal un- 
til it was consummated. Morrison 
finally agreed to accept $10 for drawing 
up the papers, and Young handed him 
that amount. 

Prior to the last meeting in Morri- 
son's office, Casey asked Young to 80 
with him to the State Loan and Trust 
Company's Bank, where Casey ostenta- 
tiously wrote a draft for $13,000 on 
George J. Sommers of Columbus, ©., 
and handed it to the cashier of the 
bank to forward for collection. Casey 
explained that it would probably take 
about twelve days for this money to 
arrive, and the papers were accord- 
ingly drawn up to take effect twelve 
days from that date, November 9. The 
papers, after being signed and ac- 
knowledgéd by Young, were placed in 
escrow with an abstract company. 

A few days after the drawing up of 
the papers, McLean and Casey again 
visited Young's ranch. They measured 
a pile of hay which had not been in- 
cloded in the sale, and Casey bar- 
gained to buy it for something over 
$700. That was the last time Young 
saw Casey. When Young asked Mc-

Witness Young was then subjected 
to a lengthy cross-examination by At- 
torney Oliver of the defense, but his 
direct testimony was unshaken. 

Detective Auble testified as to the 
arrest of Going and his failure to find 
Casey, for whom a warrant was also 
iseued. Auble said Dr. Going made 
the voluntary assertion to him, while 
in custody, that he never received $200 
from Young, nor any other sum. The 
prisoner admitted that Casey and Mc- 
Lean had some transaction with Young 
in Going’s office, but he denied know- 
ing anything about the nature of it. 

The last witness of the day, James

Instead of 
being a wealthy invalid, as Going and 
McLean had represented Casey fo be, 
he was simply an impecunious gen- 
tleman of leisure, so far as the wit- 
ness was able to observe. 

Harvey was still on the 
stand when court adjourned at 6 
a'clock.

THE BANK ACCOUNT. 

Girls should have a knowledge of the 
routine of a bank account, even 
though they have not two shillings to 
rub together. It isn’t convenient to 
take cooking lessons while the family 
is waiting for dinner, neither is it wise 
to delay the collection of a check while 
one takes a course of study in bank- 
ing. There are certain fundamental 
things which girls and boys should 
know, and these should be .studied 
without reference to their future use- 
fulness; they are bound to be needed

some time, and usually they are most 


needed when least expected. 

Banks provide a place for the safe- 
keeping of money and securities, and 
they make the payment of bills much 
more convenient than if currency in- 
stead of checks were the more largely 
used. But the great advantage of a 
banking institution to business men is 
the opportunity it affords them of bor- 
rowing money, of securing the cash for 
the carrying on of their business, while 
their own capital is locked up in mer- 
chandise or in the hands of their 
debtors. Another and im t ad- 
vantage is to be found in the facilities 
afforded by banks for the collection 
of checks, notes and drafts. 

When you enter a bank to open an 
account inquire for the cashier, and, 
if convenient, take with you some one 
who can introduce you and identify 
you as the person you profess to be. 
if you go alone do not feel hurt if a 
number of questions are asked you. 
While you may be perfectly honest, a 
large number of people make their liv- 
ing by being sharp, and, besides, it is 
necessary to establish those confiden- 
tial relations which ought to exist in 
all financial transactions, so that the 
cashier may know something more 
about you than he could ascertain by 
merely looking at you and taking your 
name. The cashier will have you 
place your signature in a book or on 
a card. Your name as written should 
be the same in style as you intend to 
place on your checks. Your signature 


be recognized always as yours. If nec- 
essary, the cashier or some officer of 
the bank will show you how to make 
out a deposit slip. He will give you 
also a small bank book, in which you 
will be credited with the amount of 
money which you deposit. Each time 
you deposit money, you will de re- 
quired to make out a deposit slip. The 
banks furnish the printed forms free. 
Under the word checks on the blank 
you write the names of the banks upon 
which the checks, if any, which you 
are depositing are drawn. If a check 
is on a distant city, the name of the 
city should be given. Your bank book 
is in reality only your receipt from 
the bank for the money you deposit. 
When you deposit money, hand it to 
the receiving teller and when you wish 
to draw money present your check to 
the paying teller. When you wish to 
have your bank book balanced, hand it 
to the receiving teller, or to such officer 
as he may designate. This is usually 
done on the first of each month. The 
paid or canceled checks are given to 
you in a day or two, when your bank 
book is returned. These should all be 
filed in an orderly way. They serve 
as vouchers, and may be useful in 
legal complications. 
DRAWING A CHECK. 

A check is an order for money, drawn 
by one who has funds in the bank, 
payable on demand. It is in reality 
a sight draft on the bank. Banks 
provide blank checks for their custom- 
ers, and it is a very simple matter to 
fill them out properly. in writing in 
the amount, begin at the extreme left 
of the line. The illustration given here 
is taken from a check which could be 
easily raised.“

A fraudulent receiver could, 
stance, write “seventy” before the word 


nine,“ and 7 before the figure 9,“ 
and in this way raise the check from 
$9 to $79. or he could change the 
“nine” to “ninety” and the $9 to $90. 
If this were done, and the check 
cashed, the maker, and not the bank, 
would become responsible for the loss. 
You cannot hold the bank responsible 
for your carelessness. It is wise 
draw a running line———after the 
amount in words, thus preventing any 
additional writing. The signature 
should be in your usual style familiar 
to the paying teller. See that your 
check has a 2-cent revenue stamp at- 
tached. The writer of the check is 
supposed to place the stamp upon it 
and to cancel it by writing the date 
across the face. Banks sell check- 


books containing checks with the 
government stamps printed on the face. 
A check is a draft or order on a bank, 
and need not necessarily be written in 
the prescribed form. Such an order 
written on a sheet of notepaper with 
a lead pencil might be in every way a 


legally good check. Usually checks 
should be drawn “to order.” The 
words “Pay to the order of John 


Brown" mean that the money is to be 


paid to John Brown, or to any person 


he orders it paid to. If a check is 
drawn “Pay to bearer,” any pergon 
that is the bearer can collect it. ‘ihe 
paying teller may ask the person cash- 
ing the check to write his name on the 
back simply te have it for reference. 
In writing and signing checks use good 
black ink, and let the copy dry a little 
before a blotter is used. 


YOU MUST BE IDENTIFIED. 

The banks of this country make it a 
rule not to cash a check that is drawn 
payable to order, unless the person 
presenting the check is known at the 

nk, or unless he satisfies the paying 
teller that he is really the person to 
whom the money is to be paid. It 
must be remembered, however, that a 
check drawn to order and then in- 
dorsed in blank by the payee (the per- 
son to whom it is to be paid,) is really 
payable to bearer, and if the paying 
teller is satisfied that the payee’s signa- 
ture is genuine, he will not likely hesi- 
tate to cash the check. In Engiand 
all checks apparently properly indorsed 
are paid without identification. In 
drawing a check in favor of a person 
not likely to be well known in banking 
circies, write his address or his busi- 
ness after his name on the face of the 
check. For instance, if you should send 
a check to John Smith, Boston, it 
might possibly fall into the hands of 
the wrong John Smith: but if you 
write the check in favor of “John 
Smith, No. 89 Tremont street, Boston,“ 
it is more than likely that the right 
person will collect it. If you wish to 
get a check cashed where you are un- 
known, and it is not convenient for a 
friend who has an account at the bank 
to go with you for the purpose of 
identification, ask him to place his 
signature on the back of your check, 
and you will not likely have trouble 
in getting it cashed. By placing his 


signature on the back of the check he 


guarantees the bank against loss. A 
bank ig responsible for the signatures 
of ita depositors, but it cannot be sup- 
posed to know the signatures of in- 
dorsers. The reliable identifier is in 
reality the person who is responsible. 
INDORSING CHECKS. 


In indorsing checks, note the follow- 
ing points: (d) Write across the 
back, not lengthwise. (2) If your 


indorsement is the first, write it an inch 


or two from the top of the back: if 
it is not the first indorsement, write 
immediately under the last indorse- 
ment. (3.) Don't indorse wrong end 
up; the top of the back is the ieft 
end of the face. (4.) Write your 
name-as you are accustofhed to write 
it, no matter how it is written on the 
face. 66.) If you wish to make the 
check payable to some particular per- 
son by indorsing, write “Pay to 
(name) . or order,“ and under this 
write your own name, as you are ac- 
customed to sign it. (6.) Do not carry 
around indorsed checks Igosely; such 
checks are payable to bearer, and may 
be collected by any one. (7.) If you 
receive a check which has been trans- 
ferred to you by a blank indorsement, 
and you wish to hold it a day or two, 
write over the indorsement the words: 
“Pay to the ordes of. (yourself). 
This is allowable legally. The check 
cannot then be collected until you in- 
dorse it. (8) An authorized stamped 
indorsement is as good as a written 
one. Whether such indorsements are 
accepted or not, depends upon the 
regulations of the clearinghouse in the 
particular city in which they are of- 
fered for deposit. (9.) If you are in- 
dorsing for a company or society or 
corporation, write first the name of the 
company and then your own name, 
followed by the word “Treas.” (10.) 
If you have power of attorney to 
indorse for some particular person. 
write his name, followed by your own, 
followed by -the word “Attorney,” or 
Atty., as it is usually written. (11.) 
Write your check payable to the order 
of some person, but don't write “Pay 
to the order of Charles Brown & Co., 
for subscription to Ledger for 1900.” 
Such information on a paid check may 
serve some purpose of yours, but it is 
not good business. Descriptive. and 
qualifying matter is quite proper in 
the letter accompanying the check, and 
if the letter has been copied, it is just 
as legally valuable. (12.) Do not 
write any unnecessary information on 
the back of your check. A story is 
told of a woman who received a 
check from her husband, and when 
cashing it, wrote “Your loving wife’ 


above her name on the back.

CITIES OF REFUGE GONE. 


WORLD HAS WIPED THE LAST 
FROM THE MAP. 


{New Orleans Times-Democrat:] “A 
very interesting fact of modern life 
that seems to have escaped attention,” 
remarked a New Orleans lawyer the 
other day, “is that the world has 
wiped its last city of refuge of the 
map. There is no longer any spot on 
the globe where our fugitives from jus- 
tice are safe from extradition. When 
I first began to practice law an Ameri- 
can criminal of retiring disposition had 
a wide range of choice in the matter 
of foreign residence. Spain, Turkey, 
Algiers, Japan, Holland, Chile, Ecua- 
dor, the Philippines, Cuba, and all of 
Central America, except British Hon- 
duras, guaranteed security to assorted 
brands of fugitives, from murderers 
down, and the list of resorts open to 
simple embezzlers was very much 
larger. For years, you remember, 
every runaway bank cashier made 4 
bee line for Canada, and the thing got 
to be a standing joke, like the mother- 
in-law gag and the merry quips about 
plumbers. Nevertheless, the circle 
kept steadily contracting, and one by 
one the different countries entered 
into mutual treaties and put up the 
bars, s0 the American crook who 
wanted a ch of air began to find 
himself in the position of Dick 
Swiveller, when he checked off 
London streets he couldn't traverse 
without meeting creditors. It was 
mighty hard work to figure out a safe 
itinerary. Canada hung tenaciously to 
the tourist trade, but at last she 
passed a law against bringing stolen 
property into the Dominion, that prac- 
tically excluded the fitting banker. 
Japan was one of the last of the dis- 
tant powers to adopt a treaty cover- 
ing what are called ‘crimes against 
property. and the new proviso was a 
severe blow to felonious gentlemen in 
delicate health.

NOW BUILD THE CANAL. 

In the House of Representatives, yes- 
terday, the Committee on Interstate 
Commerce reported favorably the Hep- 
burn. Nicaragua Canal Bill. The report 
of the committee was with one excep- 
tion unanimous. Mr. Fletcher of Mis- 
sissippi refrained from voting in com- 
mittee, but stated that bis silence 
should not be construed as opposition 
to the bill, as it was merely a reserva- 
tion of his right to support or oppos> 
it, after he had had time and opportu- 
nity for further consideration. 

The bill as reported to the House by 
the committee is in some respects dif- 
ferent from the original bill introduced 
by Mr. Hepburn. The changes made by 
the committee, however, are not of a 
vital character, but are rather in the 
mature of amendments designed to 
facilitate the beginning of the work ot 
actual construction on the great. water- 
way. The bill as it is now before the 
House authorizes the President to 
acquire control of such territory as may 
be meeded for the canal, which is to be 
| Of sufficient depth and capacity for the 
‘movement of ships of the greatest ton- 
mage and draft now in use. Such sum 
of money as may be necessary to se- 
cure control of the land needed is ap- 
propriated “out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated;” 
which provision will make the money 
at once available, and will thus enable 
. the President to proceed to action im- 
mediately after the passage of the bill. 

The measure further provides that 
“when the President has secured full 
control over the territory referred to in 
Section I, he shall direct the Secretary 
of War to excavate and construct a 
canal and waterway from a point on 
the shore of the Caribbean Sea, near 
Greytown, by way of Nicaragua Lake, 
to a point near Bresto, on the Pacific 
Ocean;” further provision is made for 
the construction of all necessary locks, 
harbors, etc., and for “such fortifications 
for defense as will be required for 
safety and protection of said canal and 
harbors.” The President is authorized 
to guarantee to Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica the use of the canal and harbors 
“upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon for all vessels owned by said 
States or by citizens thereof.” The 
sum of $140,000,000, or so much thereot 
as may be necessary, is appropriated 
“for the completion of the work herein 
authorized, said money to be drawn 
from the treasury from time to time 
as the same shall be needed, upon war- 


rants of the President, based on esti- 
mates made and verified by the chiet 
engineer in charge of the work and 
approved by the Secretary of War.” 

If this bill, in substantially its pres- 
ent form, shall pass both houses of 
Congress, it will insure the construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal in the ‘near 
future. It will place the work in the 
hands of the War Department, upon 
the continuing-contract plan, and it 
will thus de virtually upon the same 
bacis as work upon rivers and harbors 
within the territory of the United 
States proper. Work may begin as 
soon as it is possible to complete the 
preliminary surveys and let the con- 
tracts. 

The Hepburn bill appears to be the 
most practicable and the most sensible 
measure ever proposed in Congress for 
the construction of a waterway be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
We have been talking about the con- 
struction of this great waterway for 
something like a hundred years, and it 
is time te cease gabbling and go to 
work. It is sincerely to be hoped that 
the bill will pass without serious op- 
position in either house, for it will set- 
tle this long-discussed and much-in- 
volved question, and will settle it in 
the only right and practicable manner. 
If the canal is ever to be buik, the 
United States will have to build it, 
and the sooner we get to work at it the 
better.

CATHOLICS IN DUTCHLAND. 


The members of the Clan-na-Gael, 
those of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 


nians, and other Irishmen who are act- | 


ing, in either individual or collective 
capacities, in aid of the Boer govern- 
ment, as against Great Britain, are 
probably not aware, as a rule, that they 
are giving aid not only to a civil 
despotism but to a religious despotism 
which knows no such thing as toler- 
ance, which refuses to recognize liberty 
of conscience, and which is particularly 
unjust in its discriminations against 
members of the Catholic church. 

Under the constitution of the Trans- 
vaal, no Roman Catholic can ever be 
admitted to be President, or a member 
of the Executive Council, or a member 
of either of the Raads, or legislative 
bodies. The law also, as construed, 
forbids Roman Catholics from holding 
office under the government of the so- 
called “republic.” There are some peo- 
ple who declare that a literal inter- 
pretation of the law would not exclude 
Catholics from all offices; but this 
question of interpretation is one of 
comparative inconsequence, since it is 
a fact that no Roman Catholics are 
appointed as officials in the Transvaal. 

Most Irishmen belong to the Catholic 
church; and those of them who con- 
template bearing arms or lending aid 
and comfort to the Boer cause in the 
existing war, will, by taking such ac- 
tion, place themselves in the rather 
awkward position of assisting the bit- 
ter and uncompromising enemies of 
the church to which they are so de- 
votedly attached. But more than this, 
they would do well to take a broader 
view by asking themselves whether, 
as men enjoying in this free land the 
blessings of unlimited religious toler- 
ance, they can afford to expend sym- 
pathy or aid @f any kind upon a petty 
despotism masquerading as a republic, 
which has as its principal corner- 
stones int and civic 
injustice.” Is the Irish for Eng- 
land a strong enough incentive for Irish- 
men thus to stultify themselves? 


THE LABOR TRUST. 


The Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Anti-Trust Conference has is- 
sued a formal call to a national con- 
ference to assemble in Chicago on Lin- 
coln’s birthday, February 12, 1900, for 
the purpose of formulating a plan ot 
campaign against the trusts, which 
menace the happiness and prosperity ot 
the American masses. Among other 
declarations made in a circular which is 
addressed “To the American People,” 
we find the following strong and tell- 
ing expressions which fairly state the 
situation with regard to the great com- 
binations of capital now giving the 
American people so much concern: 

“We believe the criminal conspiracies 
in restraint of trade commonly known 
as trusts, which so alarmingly char- 
acterize the present times, are a men- 
ace to liberty. They close the doors of 
business opportunity to all but the rich 
and powerful. They impoverish the 
producer and consumtr. They degrade 
labor. They have seized upon the ave- 
nues of transportation and poisoned the 
fountains of public information. They 
debauch the elective franchise. They 
are public enemies. Unless they are 
overthrown there will be established in 
free America a moneyed oligarchy on 
the one hand and a serfdom of the 
masses of the people on the other. They 
must be destroyed or free government 
is lost. The only power capable of 
successfully combating the tyranny of 
these gigantic capitalistic monopolies 
is the aroused and organized hosts ot 
the people to whom the government and 
the country rightfully belong and in 
whom all power of right inheres.” 

Action on the part of the National 
Anti-Trust Conference will prove timely 
in compelling the attention of the coun- 
try as to the needs of action toward 
reguiating these great combinations 
and conspiracies in restraint of trade 
and in restraint of human freedom. 
One of the most insolent of trust or- 


— 


| ganizations, to which this national con- 
| ference may well direct its attention, is 


that of the labor trust which an aggre- 
gation of walking delegates has or- 
ganized for their personal aggrandize- 
ment and in restraint of the liberty ot 
action of men who do not wear tho 
trade totem and do not pay tribute to 
the Gomperses, Sovereigns, Debses ani 
other agitators and malcontents, who 
make their living by creating dissension 
between employers and employés. 

We trust that general interest may 


de taken by anti-trust people through- 


out the country in the meeting to b> 
held in Chicago next month, and that 
when discussion of the question of 
“criminal conspiracies” becomes in or- 
der, that the labor trust—the greatest 
of all trusts—will be given the amount 
of consideration that the magnitude o! 
the conspiracy deserves, for there is no 
peace of the 
country and to the liberty of the peo 
ple than this organization of labor 289 
tators who live by the sweat of othe: 
men’s brows.

mistakes and refrain from hasty 
criticism of those seemingly responsible 
for such errors as the one that oc- 
curred at Estcourt, as was detailed in 
yesterday’s dispatches. The fellow who

MUCH WEALTH 
WAITS FOR UNKNOWN HEIRS. 


ECCENTRIC OLD WOMAN RECLUSE 
DIES AT PARIS. 


— ͤ 


Known to American Officials as Old 
Lady Livingstone for Years—Noth- 
ing Known of Relatives as She 
Died Without Speaking—Money in 
Her Room and on Deposit in a Bank. 


{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

PARIS, Jan. 12.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) An eccentric old woman, known 
at the United States legation for the 
last ten years as the Old Lady Liv- 
ingstone, has died here under extraor- 
dinary conditions, leaving a large for- 
tune for unknown heirs. Her eccen- 
tricities and temper made constant 
trouble for her, and it was chiefly to 
make complaint of the actions of her 
neighbors that she called continuously 
on the American officials. She al- 
ways dressed fantastically, but lived 
the life of a recluse. | 

She had two rooms at Neuilly, her 
only companion being a parrot, and 
she always pleaded she was in reduced 
circumstances. Not being seen from 
Friday last, her rooms were broken 
into Monday, when Lady Livingstone 
was found lying on the floor uncon- 
scious, and was taken to a hospital, 


where she died without aining the 
power of conversation. ere were 
indications that she had laid on the 
floor from Friday until discovered. 


The room was in great disorder. Her 
papers and books, coal, wood and 
scraps of food, were scattered about 


the place. Her rooms were taken in 
charge by the officials of the con- 
— and were searched without 
avail. 

No will or anything designating her 
heirs was discovered. e sum of 
f.100,000 was found in the room, and 
the consular officers also have in their 
possession a deposit book on a promi- 
nent bank for a very large sum, the 
exact amount of which the officials 
refer not to mention. The letters 
ound indicate that the correct name 
of the deceased was Maria L. Liv- 
irgetone, and she was 80 years of age. 
There was no evidence of foul play. 
The body ue been embalmed and 
placed in a mortuary chapel, and the 
Consul-General is making efforts to 
locate her heirs. 


GOOD CITIZENSHIP RALLY. 


CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR UNION 
HOLDS A LARGE MEETING. 
The good citizenship rally held last 
evening in Immanuel Presbyterian 
Church under the auspices of the Good 
Citizenship Committee of the City 
Christian Endeavor Union, was one of 
the largest in the history of the local 

organization. 

Dr. E. 8. Chapman, State superin- 

tendent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
and Clark MacFarlane were the speak- 
ers of the evening. The latter stated 
that more laws, to prevent the growth 
of crime, are not necessary at present, 
but what is needed is the enforcement 
of laws already passed. In a local ap- 
plication of this statement he cited 
the failure of the authorities to close 
the saloons Sundays. As a remedy he 
suggested that citizens of the city, 
who wish good government, band to- 
gether, form a committee of 1000, hire 
an attorney, and by its united efforts 
force lawbreakers to mend their ways. 
Dr. Chapman, who has been identi- 
fied with the anti-saloon movement for 
over twenty-five years, urged that the 
union direct its efforts to the stopping 
of the liquor traffic. This traffic, he 
said, was the curse of the nation. Ac- 
cording to the speaker, the great work 
of helping the darkened nations, taken 
under the wing of the United States 
would be greatly retarded because of 
it. So far the princtpal export to Cuba 
had been liquor. 
After the addresses. C. 8. Mason 
was elected a delegate to the Christian 
Endeavorers’ World's Convention, to 
be held in London the latter part of 
this vear. Music was furnished during 
the evening by the Immanual Church 
Orchestra.

COUNCILMEN MAKE AN INSPECTION 


OF VARIOUS LOCATIONS. 


Strong Probability That the Deten- 
tion Hospital Will Be Kept in the 
Second Ward — No Determination 
Neached— Relative Merits of Gravel 


The question of the location and erec- 
tion of a detention hospital is once 
again engaging the attention of the 
Council committees that have the mat- 
ter in charge. For over six months the 
Council has wrestled with the knotty 

all to no purpose; but it has 
been decided that something must be 
done, and the committees have begun 
an investigation in earnest. Yesterday 
afternoon a party consisting of Coun- 
ciimen Toll, Pierce, Todd, Pessell, Vet- 
ter and Blanchard, accompanied by 
Frank J. Records and newspaper men, 
visited a number of sites that have 
Deen offered to the Council as locations 
for the hospital. No action was de- 
cided upon, as the committees desire 
to investigate further before choosing 
@ site. 

it seems probable, however, that the 
detention hospital will be located in the 
Second Ward. The members of the 
Council from other wards strenuously 
object to the location of the hospital 
in their territory, and it is more than 
likely that the hospital will remain in 
the ward in which the present building 
is located. Several arguments have 
been advanced for the retention of the 
hospital in the vicinity of the present 
location. It is pointed out that the 
ground is hilly, and that the buildings 
Gam be located where they will be par- 
tially concealed. The property surround- 
ing the sites that have been proposed 
is but sparsely settled, and the loca- 
tions are much nearer the center of 
the city than any others that have been 
suggested. The trend of the city’s 
growth is toward the south, and it ts 
thought that the hospital would be less 
liable to stand in the way of improve- 
ments if placed among the hills of the 
Second Ward than if located in the 
more level portions of the city, either 
to the south or east. It is pointed out 
that the people now residing in the 
ward have become accustomed to hav- 
ing the hospital near them, and that 
there would probably be less trouble in 
locating the smallpox hospital there 
than woud be met in any other section 
of the city.

WILLIE HOLMES TERRIBLY BEATEN 
WITH A BUGGY WHIP, 


Humane Officer Craig Swears Out a 
Warrant Against J. W. Halbert, an 
Old Soldier, Charging Him With 
Battery on His Wife’s Little Son. 
Willie Shown to District Attorney. 


Little Willie Holmes is in a terrible 
condition from a beating, alleged to 
have been inflicted by his stepfather, 
J. W. Halbert, Thursday morning. His 
home is on Margaret avenue, just out- 
side the city limits, near South Main 
street. Halbert is an old soldier who 
draws down a pension of $30 a month 
and is said to be a terror in his fam- 
ily. 

Willie was taken to the District At- 
torney’s office yesterday at noon, un- 
der the care of Humane Officer. W B. 
Craig, who asked for a complaint 
against the stepfather upon the hor- 
rible sight that the boys back and 
body presented. The instrument of 
torture was a stout buggy whip. The 
entire shoulders were one mass of 
fluffy black and blue with bere cand 
there a gash of open flesh. A long 
cut on one of his collar bones was 
also prominernt—as if the tip of the 
whip had coiled around the boys neck 
and severed the flesh. His arms and 
legs were in the same brutally beaten 
condition. 

Willie is 11 years old and a keen, 
decent little fellow. He says his step- 
father whipped him because he was 
late to school on Wednesday morning 
and the teacher kept him in awhile in 
the afternoon. After flogging the boy 
within an inch of his life, he sent him 
straight to school again. The boy at- 
tends Harmony schoo! in the Vernon 
district. His teacher C. E. Lathan, 
noticed that there was something the 
matter with Willie on Thursday morn- 
ing: he was walking about like a 
young sick chicken with its wings 
stuck out in a pitiful condition. 

Willie hesitatingly told him that 
the stepfather had whipped him, and 
straightway Lathan notified Superin- 
tendent Foshay that he had a case in 
his district that demanded the inves- 
tigation of the Humane Officer. Word 
was immediately passed along and 
yesterday morning Humane Officer 
Craig drove out to Halbert’'s place. Hal- 
bert admitted that he had thrashed 
the boy and was even accommodating 
enough to show the officer where he 
had whipped him in the barn and what 
he had used. The Humane (Officer says 
that even the mother came out when 
he drove into the yard and hastily an- 
nounced that Willie had got what he 
deserved. 

“And if you do anything about this 
matter.” Halbert is alleged to have 
threatened the officer “you can never 
bring that boy back here. He's not 
mine, and I'll never gtve him a mouth- 
ful to eat.”

OLD SOLDIER'S MONEY GOES. 
Henry J. Ackley, who for the past 
four or five years has been a deputy 
county clerk at the Santa Monica Sol- 
diers’ Home, was discharged on De- 
cember 20. William Long has been ap- 
pointed to fill the wacancy Drunken- 
ness and inattention to official duties 
are the reasons ascribed by the County 
Clerk for the removal. Other reasons, 
however, are supposed to have brought 
the matter to a crisis. 

Thomas O'Dea, during Acklex's 
cumbency, was an Inmate at the home, 
who received a p.msion from the gov- 
ernment and back pay amounting to 
about $1100.

But it now 
develops that Ackley made frequent 
use of this permission to draw for his 
personal use to the extent of a very 
large proportion of the O'Dea deposits.

day searching for Him with great 
anxiety. One day out, one day back 
and the third day searching, they 
found Him in one of those schools of 
the rabbis, that were held within the 
temple enclosure, and probably in the 
women's court, for study of the law 
and the prophets. One rabbi would 
lead the discussion, sitting in his 
chair, while students of all ages would 
be seated on the ground in a circle 
around him, asking all sorts of re- 
spectful questions. 

But the child Jesus in passing over 
the formal line into youth, had passed 
into a new phase of His experience as 
the divine Son of Man. The experience 
appropriate to childhood had made Him 


an unusual child and Mary saw that. 
The experiences appropriate to His 
youth were beginning and they startled 
her. Since He had come to this, 
through their training, and through the 
thoughts of becoming a son of the 
law for which she had prepared Him, 
and through this visit to the city, 
which she had planned for Him, and 
since she had probably told Him some 
of her secrets about Him, He was sur- 
prised that she could not understand the 
fascination of that place to Him and 
His duty to satisfy some of the new 
cravings and get answers to the new 
questions of His soul. 

On arriving in the city He was not 
attracted by anything save the temple 
and the schools of the rabbis. We can- 
not know the inner state of His mind, 
but He felt a new desire to worship, 
and that led Him to the temple; he had 
a new thfrst to know some things, and 
that led Him to the rabbi. He felt a 
strange connection between himself and 
the temple, for He was to be the real 
temple of God; between Himself and 
the sacrifices, for He was to be the 
lamb to be slain; between Himself and 
the priests, for He was to become “our 
great High Priest; between Himecif 
and the feast, for now Christ our 
passover is sacrificed for us.” It would 
seem that the Christ-consciousness was 
being awakened in Him. He was aware 
of a new relation to God. He sought 
the rabbis for light on all the questions 
that arose in His mind. The questions 
were so profound, showing so much in- 
formation and maturity, they aston- 
ished the rabbis. His answers equally 
surprised them. And it was because He 
was a perfectly normal child. His 
memory was perfect, and He never for- 
got. His judgment was normal and it 
made no mistake. His imagination had 
been controlled by judgment and con- 
science, and it saw all things in their 
perspective. On this perfect develop- 
ment had come divine ftllumination; in 
His soul had awakened the conscious- 
ness of new relationships; in Him had 
arisen a new force which swept him on 
in His Fathers affairs. 

His reply implied that He thought 
they knew His true character and des- 
tiny and that they wou not think of 
compelling Him to turn back from Hig 
fascinating pursuit. His reply was ais. 
His first announcement that His re- 
lations to His heavenly Father were 
to take precedence of His relations to 
them. The contrast is between “my 
Father and “thy Father and 1.“ and 
not between the real heavenly and the 
reputed earthly Father. He was too true 
an too delicate to wound His mother. 
His reply had also behind it the con- 
sciousness of a broader relationship 
as the son of man, rather than the son 
of Mary. His conviction, that far, was 
clear and positive. He wag following 
the heavenly light and He must be 
true to that:-light. Mary and Joseph 
both knew His divine ortgin and had 
been told somewhat of His mission, yet 
they could never share or imagine His 
experiences and when His voice came 
back from the new world, upon which 
He had entered, it had tones and bore 
suggestions which they could not un- 
derstand.

It seems to be settled that an issue 
of $40,000 worth of city bonds will be 
submitted to the voters of the town. 
The street improvements planned may 
be divided into two general classes. In 
one class are the streets and parts of 
streets to be graded, surfaced, curbed, 
sidewalked and tewered. In the 
other class are those thoroughfares 
which are to be graded and surfaced 
only. In the former class are over two 
miles of streets. Those of the latter 
aggregate about three mi'cs. The city’s 
assessed valuation is $275,275. The 
municipality ie out of debt so that the 
proposed $40,000 expenditure would not 
exceed the legal limit of bonded in- 
debtedness. 

The plans contemplate the improve- 
ment of streets in the business pore 
tion and along nea” the beach front. 
They also provide for three thorough- 
fares leading to connections with 
county roads. Carnelian street, the 
chief outlet toward the northeastward, 
le to be graded and surfaced, for more 
than a mile to its connection with the 
road leading to Gardena and Moneta, 
over which there is much heavy haul- 
ing. Camino Real, a curving thorough- 
fare about two miles long. is to be 
graded and surface. At one end it 
connects with the Wiseburn road north 
of town and at its other end it makes 
connection with the inland road to San 
Pedro. 

It accomplished as planned the im- 
provements will include a complete line 
of sidewalks from various parte of 
town to the public school.

The man assumed a superior air and 
intimated that, as she was responsible 
for his arrest, if she wanted him re- 
leased she could ball him out. This she 
readily consented to do, but the man 
then changed his mind, and said that 
he would go behind the bars. Then the 
woman begged the desk clerk to ac- 
cept her bail money and release the 
man, but she was told that, as he had 
plenty of money of his own, if he 
wanted to be released he would have 
to ball himself out. 

The man evidently enjoyed the wo- 
man's misery, as he put on an air of 
bravado and assured her that he was 
going behind the bars. Finally, when 
she was on the verge of hysterics, in 
response to her pleading, he put up as 
ball $25 of his own money, and was
